(he United Stales Shipping Board.for .using the vasl amount 
of American tonnage-now returning from European ports in 
ballast. Mr. Hurley lias decided Dial these ships shall be used 
for bringing goods from France,'England, Belgium and Italy, 
and also in bringing polash from Alsace, which is now under 
French control. The countries mentioned are drawing large 
quantities of food slulTs from (he United Stales and it is 
proper that (hey should pay for Ihesc with such goods as they 
have to spare. 


The situation wilh regard to polash will be very pleasing to 


the people of this country, who use large quantities of this 
material in agricultural operations. In the past they have had 
to depend chiefly on Germany for their supplies, but since the 
beginning of the war they-have, of course, been unable to gel 
it from that country. 
But now, the great deposits in Alsace 


having passed out of (he hands of I he Germans, only trans- 
portation is needed to fully supply Ihe demands of this coun- 


"Under the circumstances it would be almost criminally 


wasteful In sail ships from Europe to the United Stales in 
ballast. When there is nothing else to bring the vessels should 
be laden with potash, of which (his country now needs from 
500,000 to 600.000 tons, and the need will be constant, as the 
•substance is one of much importance and value in connection 
with American agriculture. 


This scheme! of Chairman Hurley's is business, and business 


of the right sort. 
It is a relief to sec things shining so rapidly 


from a war basis to a peace footing. 
For a long time all the 


shipping (hat could be commanded has been devoted chiefly 
to'wiir purposes, but now there is a change.of program1 and 
hereafter,the energies of men and the tools' they work wilh 
are'lp be devoted to the pursuits of peace. 
And the program 


inaugurated by Chairman Hurley is strictly in keeping with 
the demands of the present. 


And similar programs musl be adopted by all the nations 


that have bee nat war. 
The lime for tearing down has gone 


by and the lime for building up is al hand. It will lake years 
lo restore (he devastated regions of (he Old World, and Hie 
work cannot be begun too soon or prosecuted too vigorously. 
In this great-work no labor should be losi, but every stroke 
shouid be made to count. 
Every ship crossing the ocean 


should cany a full car*go. Every move on laud and sea should 
lie such as to contribute to the upbuilding of (he world, whose 
industrial progress has been, so seriously impeded by the ter- 
rible conflict of Ihe last four years.

business must not consist in one nation taking advantage of 
another, or of any part of the people of any nation taking ad- 
vantage of the others. What (be world needs and demands is 
honest and unceasing industry in making 'Uie~cTrroked"places 
straighr-nnd the rough places smooth, aiulTcrthls'-beneficenl 
work the people of all nations should be ready to lend a help- 
ing hand.
